New York, Jan. 12. — Upon the appli- 
cation of Nicoll, Anable and Lindsay, 
counsel for the members of the Duke 
family, who are opposing Mrs. Duke, 
Justice Greenbaum, of the supreme 
court, granted an order returnable 
Monday toshow cause why a commis- 
sion in lunacy should not be appointed 
to inquire into the mental condition of 
Brodie L. Duke. 

Brodie L. Duke was transferred to 
the insane asylum at Amityville, L. I., 
from the Sanford Hall sanitarium at 
Flushing. The Duke family, it was 
learned, will not only seek to have 
the marriage of their kinsman to Miss 
Webb annulled, but will bring crimi- 
nal charges against certain persons 
who will be charged with a conspiracy 
to bring about his marriage. 

The first action looking toward the 
release of Duke was taken by Lawyer 
Champ S. Andrews, who obtained 
from Justice Gaynor, of the supreme 
court in Brooklyn, a writ of habeas 
corpus calling upon the superintend- 
ent of the Sanford Hall sanitarium to 
produce Mr. Duke in court on Friday 
morning at 10 o’clock. 

His Person and Property. 

On the other hand, Lawyer Corne- 
lius J. Sullivan, counsel for the Duke 
family, appeared before' Judge Green- 
batim, of the supreme court, and ob- 
tained an order directing Duke and 
his relatives to show cause why a com- 
mittee should not be appointed to take 
charge of the person and property of 
Brodie L. Duke. The order is made 
returnable in the supreme court on 
January 20. 

Mr. Sullivan also obtained from 
Judge Greenbaum an order restraining 
Richard S. Kaufman, of 42 Broadway, 
from disposing of two promissory 
notes aggregating $16,800, which Duke 
issued and gave Kaufman to discount 
in the course of transactions for the 
purchase of tobacco lands in. Texas 
on behalf of Mrs. Duke. 

The habeas corpus proceedings were 
begun at the instance of W. G. Bran- 
ham, of Durham, N. C., who was, up 
to the time of Mr. Duke’s commit- 
ment, his pxivate secretary. 



Washington, Jan. 12. — A prominent 
member of the ways and means com- 
mittee of the house said to a press 
representative that the poll which the 
leaders of the house had conducted of 
the republican members on the ques- 
tion of tariff revision showed that 90 
per cent, of the members who had 
been approached were against re- 
vision. 

All of the leaders of the house ex- 
cept Representative Payne, chairman 
of the ways and means committee, 
who is laid up with rheumatism, and 
Representative Tawney are against re- 
vision. The work of crystalizing sen- 
timent against revision is being done 
by Representatives Dalzell, of Pennsyl- 
vania. and Grosvenor, of Ohio. The 
tangible result in this direction, it is 
stated, is the signature of practically 
all of the republican members from 
the states of Pennsylvania, Ohio, New 
York, New Jersey and West Virginia, 
to petitions against tariff revision. 
The Pacific coast delegation endeav- 
ordered to get together, but without 
avail. 

The friends of revision seem to be 
taking no active interest in advancing 
their ideas in the house, but claim to 
have many members in the various 
delegations on their side.

It Is Thought Japanese Men-of-Wai

Five Thousand Frenzied Persons

London, Jan. 12. — Japanese corre- 
spondents of the Morning Post con- 
sider it is not incredible that Japanese 
men-of-war have reached Diego Garcia 
(Chagos archipelago) and point out 
that although Adm. Togo is in Tokio, 
other admirals are not idle. Vice 
Adm. Uriu, it is stated, has been cruis- 
ing in the vicinity of the equator for 
some time past. The number of ves- 
sels he has is kept secret, but doubt- 
less he is ready to do battle with the 
Russian Baltic squadron whenever 
they appear east of the 70th meridian. 

Vice Adm. Kamimura’s whereabouts 
is somewhat of a mystery, the corre- 
spondents say, but possibly his squad- 
ron is in the China sea within easy 
steaming distance of either the Ma- 
lacca or ITnda straits, but anyway, 
they declare, if Adm. Rojestvensky 
purposes to spend the ensuing weeks 
cruising in the vicinity of Madagascar, 
it is not improbable that he will find 
himself assailed by a torpedo fleet.

Desperate Clubbing By the Police Pre- 
vented Many People From Being 
Crowded Into the Hole — Offi- 
cers and Women Hurt. 



CONGRESSIONAL MATTERS, 



House Discussed Appointment of Gen 
’ Miles To a Militia Position. 



New York, Jan. 12. — Three police- 
men and two Hebrew women were in- 
jured in a run on the State bank in 
Grant street, in the heart of the busi- 
ness section of the east side. The 
run was attended by some sensational 
incidents. The 5,000 persons crowded 
about the bank became so insistent 
that they broke down an iron railing 
around a light well in front of the 
building and it was only by desperate 
clubbing on the part of the police that 
the excited and unruly mob was pre- 
vented from forcing many of its. mem- 
bers into the well. The policemen and 
women were hurt at that point. The 
emergency police detail was finally 
called out and policemen were sta- 
tioned at intervals of five or six feet 
for two blocks on either side of the 
bank. 

The cause of the run was as extra- 
ordinary as the' frenzied character of 
the run itself. The day before there 
was a rush of depositors to get their 
money into the bank in time to begin 
to draw interest at once and the long 
line of waiting depositors convinced 
the excitable Hebrews that something 
was wrong with the institution. Five 
hundred persons waited in front of the 
building all night and their number 
quickly swelled to 5,000 when the bank 
opened in the morning, though not all 
of that number were depositors. 

The Bank Has Ample Funds. 

The bank, which has deposits of 
$10,500,000 and a cash reserve of $4,- 
000,000, and which. Cashier A. I. Voor- 
his said, earned 244 per cent, profits 
last year, sent down street for money 
early in the morning and $250,000 was 
brought by the wagon load, largely in 
specie. At the sight of money those 
waiting became only more impatient 
to get it. The bank officials paid de- 
positors off as fast as the operation 
could be conducted. In all, the bank 
paid out $55,000 and received in de- 
posits $440,000. 

Remarkable scenes attended the 
paying off within the bank. The offi- 
cers paid off in two thirds specie and 
one-third bills, and some of the deposi- 
tors were fairly overwhelmed by the 
amount of currency thrust upon them 
when they passed in their books. Im- 
mediately upon getting their money 
into their hands and becoming con- 
vinced thst. the bank was able to pay 
them, the frantic Hebrews became 
equally anxious to get their money 
into the bank again, and several of 
them created scenes when the officers 
refused to accept it. 

Depositors Paid in Specie. 

The depositors were paid in specie 
to prevent a re-deposit, as this was 
the sixth run the bank has experienced 
from equally trivial causes. 

One of the aged depositors received 
60 pounds of silver and staggered un- 
der the load when he carried it away. 
Women swept their accumulated sav- 
ings into shawls, aprons and their 
outer skirts held in the form of aprons 
and got through the crowd as best 
they could. 

Payment of depositors was made up 
to 6 o’clock at night. Officers of the 
bank declare it is absolutely sound 
and can secure $4,000,000 at an hour’s 
notice. It received many offers of help 
and declined most of them. 

Of the five previous runs on this 
bank, one was started by a fire, an- 
other by a fight, a third by a rumor 
in the Bryan campaign that silver dol- 
lars were to be cut in half, a fourth 
by the Spanish-American war and a 
fifth by the failure of a bank in Ne- 
braska. There was also a run on a 
branch of the State bank in Brook-

Washington, Jan. 12. — Senate. — The 
attention of the senate was divided 
between the statehood question and 
governmental regulation of railroads. 
Mr. Newlands made a formal speech 
on the railroad subject and at its 
close engaged in a spirited controversy 
over the points involved with Sena- 
tors Spooner, Foraker and others. All 
amendments to the statehood bill ex- 
cept that relating to liquor traffic in 
Indian. Territory were agreed to. 

House. — The appointment of Lieut. 
Gen. Nelson A. Miles as inspector gen- 
eral of the state of Massachusetts 
overshadowed all other questions in 
the discussion of the army appropria- 
tion bill in the house. The debate 
had proceeded leisurely until Mr. Hull, 
in charge of the bill, offered an amend- 
ment providing that retired officers 
above the grade of major should not 
receive the full pay of their grade 
when assigned to duty with the militia 
of the several states. Several mem- 
bers declared that the amendment was 
directed especially at Gen. Miles, but 
Mr. Hull insisted that he had no such 
thought in mind and argued that the 
best results were obtained from offi- 
cers of the lower grades. He assert- 
ed that not until the law was passed 
allowing increased pay for officers as- 
signed to the militia did retired offi- 
cers of the higher grades apply for 
the appointments. He said it was 
such increases in pay and not patriot- 
ism which prompted them and he char- 
acterized their conduct as unseemly. 
This statement roused Mr. Cochran 
(N. Y.), who declared that it was sim- 
ply penalizing superior officers to the 
advantage and profit of inferior offi- 
cers. After a lively debate, the amend- 
ment was adopted.

Washington, Jan. 10. — Senate. — Aft- 
er the passage of the omnibus claims 
bill and fixing January 28 for the de- 
livery of addresses in memory of the 
late x {Senator Hoar, the senate devoted 
the rest of the day to the statehood 
bill.

Speeches 
were made by Messrs. Stewart and 
Newlands, the former advocating an 
amendment for the protection of the 
interests of the Indians in Indian Ter- 
ritory and the latter favoring limita- 
tion of the area of lands to be sold to 
individuals.

The Appeal. 

Her letter to American mothers is as 
follows: 

When several years ago, at the wish 
of Czar Nicholas II., the first peace 
conference gathered at The Hague, it 
was received by the friends of humani- 
ty with applause. It seemed to herald 
the dawn of a new era. We Poles alone 
knew that the whole project of Mura- 
vieff was a fabrication to mislead the 
civilized nations. The czar announced 
peace, but in his own land there was 
no cessation of strife. At the time of 
the conference half the provinces were 
under martial rule; and now, while a. 
second conference is about to take place 
—not this time on the initiative of a 
despot, but of an elected leader of the 
American people— Russia^ unmasked, is 
conducting in the far east such a devas- 
tating, unnecessary war as is unparal- 
leled in history. 

It is not a war; it is a massacre! All 
scientific and technical progress intend- 
ed for the increase of the power of the 
human race is being used for the work 
of devastation. A hail of bullets cov- 
ers whole regiments. Battlefields are 
so thickly strewn that it is necessary 
to burn the bodies or to place the dying 
and the dead in one grave. New regi- 
ments of victims crowd from all portions 
of that great country which Russia 
claims, to hail, by order of their su- 
periors, the “peace-loving czar.”

Rooster That Invaded the Capitol- 
The Swayne Impeachment Trial 
—President’s Buckwheat 
and ’Lasses. 



Irated by dancing from time imme- 
morial. In fact, the records show that 
only at Washington’s first inaugural 
and at those of Thomas Jefferson, An- 
drew Jackson and R B. Hayes, a ball 
has always been given. Just prior to the 
celebration of Washington’s second in- 
auguration in Philadelphia the follow- 
ing card was issued which serves as au- 
thority for this form of inaugural func- 
tions: 

“The members of the senate and of 
the house of representatives of the Unit- 
ed States are respectfully invited to a 
ball on the 4th of March, to be given by 
the dancing assembly in honor of the 
unanimous reelection of George Wash- 
ington, the president of the United 
States; the anniversary of the present 
form of government of the United States 
and a parting leave with the members 
©f the present congress.” 

The first inaugural ball in Washing- 
ton was held on March 4. 1809. in honor 
©f President Madison. It was given at 
Long’s hotel and was a grand affair, at- 
tended by ex-President Jefferson and 
the foreign ministers. Some 400 took 
part in the ball, although Mrs. Madison 
did not dance. For many years the in- 
augural ball was held in prominent ho- 
tels or public halls. Sometimes two or 
three balls were given on the night of the 
inauguration. Temporary buildings 
were used for halls on the inagural days 
of President Taylor. President Pierce, 
President Buchanan and on the second 
inaugural of President Grant. Grant’s 
first inaugural dance washed in the north 
wing of the treasury department. This 
was a very crowded place, and it is re- 
corded that Horace Greely had to wait 
two hours before he secured his old 
white overcoat, and he “swore a good 
deal in the oddest and most miscellane- 
ous style.” The custom of holding the 
ball in the pension office building began 
with Cleveland’s first inauguration. It is 
likely that the coming ball will be held, 
in the same building.

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The Swayne Impeachment Trial. 

» NE of the big at- 
tractions in the 
congressional show 
during the remain- 
ing two months of 
the session will be 
the impeachment 
trial of Judge 
Swayne, of the 
eastern district of 
Florida. In some 
ways this will be 
the most spectacular performance that 
has been witnessed in the halls of con- 
gress for many years. There has been 
no impeachment trial since that of Sec- 
retary of War Belknap, in President 
Grant’s last administration. There has 
been no impeachment of a federal judge 
since that of Judge Peck in the famous 
trial of 1830. The matter-of-fact busi- 
ness methods of the present day con- 
gress will rob this trial of its most sen- 
sational features, as was shown when 
the committee of the house notified the 
senate the other day that the house im- 
peached Judge Swayne. This notifica- 
tion required about three minutes and 
created scarcely a ripple in the senate 
proceedings. 

Those who have in their mind the most 
noted of impeachment trials — that of 
Warren Hastings by the English parlia- 
ment, will be disappointed in the coming 
trial of Judge Swayne; but there will 
still be enough of the unusual to attract 
much interest and attention. In former 
trials, in the early days of the govern- 
ment, the senate chamber was appropri- 
ately draped and the old ceremonials ad- 
hered to. To-day the senate will handle 
the case more as a matter of routine 
business. Judge Swayne will be present 
either personally, or by counsel, and 
there will be a committee of managers 
on the part of the house, who will con- 
duct the trial, much as a case is tried in 
■court. 

Noted men were engaged in former im- 
peachment trials. James Buchanan, of 
Pennsylvania, afterwards president of 
the United States, was one of the man- 
agers on the part of the house in the case 
against Judge Peck. In the impeach- 
ment proceedings against President An- 
drew Johnson, James F. Wilson, of 
Iowa; Henry L. Dawes, of Massachu- 
setts; Charles Sumner, Senators Conk- 
ling, Morton. Ben Wade, of Ohio; Ben- 
jamin F. Butler, and other statesmen of 
great fame were engaged.

ity to secure appointments to the more 
important committees. These commit- 
tees are those on rules, appropriations, 
ways and means, and judiciary. When 
a member is assigned to any one of these 
desirable committees he is looked upon 
as a house aristocrat and is an object of 
both admiration and envy. The honor 
of these positions is felt more in Wash- 
ington than anywhere else, as a con- 
gressman’s constituents do not, as a rule, 
appreciate the fine distinctions that ob- 
tain in the house organization. In fact, 
& member who has been made chairman 
©f an obscure committee, one that has 
nothing to do and never meets, would be 
regarded by his folks at home as a much 
more important personage than if he 
were to be given a position on the com- 
mittee on appropriations. 

There are G2 committees in the house, 
and the majority of them are only 
known by their names. A great many of 
them never hold a session, but a comfor- 
table committee room is provided for 
them, and there the chairman is located, 
virtually enjoying a well-furnished pri- 
vate office and reception room where he 
can meet and entertain friends. 

To become a member of the house aris- 
tocracy means that the congressman 
must be a man of force and ability. The 
committee on rules is probably the high- 
est, as in this small body under the pres- 
ent system is lodged the real power of 
legislation. When anything is to be put 
through the house that Coes not have the 
right of way under the regular rules, a 
special rule is reported from this com- 
mittee. It consists, of but five members, 
the chairman being the speaker of the 
house. Besides the chairman there are 
two majority and two minority mem- 
bers. It can be easily guessed that the 
speaker and the two majority members 
dominate the committee.
